Austria, in her reply to President 
Wilson, accepts nil the views express­ 
ed by th> president In his note ol 
October 19, 
She says she Is willing and ready 
without awaiting the result of othei 
negotiations, to negotiate a peace mid 
tin immediate armistice on all Austro- 
Hungarian fronts. 
(The president's note of October 1S 
refused to consider the autonomy ot 
the subject«* nations of the Austro- 
Hungarian empire 
as 
a 
basis for 
peace, declaring the Czechs and othet 
nations must have their demands for 
Independence satisfied. 
Austria pro* 
vlously had accepted the president's 
fourteen points, one of which mentions 
the satisfaction of Italy's legitimate 
claims.) 
Austria has handed over entire con­ 
trol of food supply and distribution to 
the Czech authorities in Rolumhi, a 
Vienna despatch ro the Vossische Zel- 
tung says.

English Critics Continue to Offer Sufr 


gestions and Bewail Fact That 


Foul Is Not Allowed to Figure 


in Run Getting. 


There is now some talk in England, 


where baseball is invading the sport 
domain, of a sort of compromise game 
which should embody some features 
of cricket and baseball. Nothing will 
probably ever come of any attempt 
radically to change the baseball game, 
as it has been evolved, any moie than 
would any endeavor to adopt some 
baseball teatures into cucket. 
The 


two pastimes w ould mix about as w ell 
as oil and water. 


But English critics of baseball con- 


tinue to offer suggestions, and one of 
them in a recent issue of an English 
periodical bewails the fact that the 
baseball "foul" is not allowed to fig- 
ure in the lun getting. He thinks it 
should be as important a factor in the 
American game as the "snick" in 
cricket, 
to" which 
it 
corresponds. 


Here is how he puts it! 


"The snick or coiner stroke is un- 


doubtedly the most spectacular hit in 
baseball; indeed, it is practically the 
only spectacular stroke, except the hit 
out of the ground, which occurs once 
in a blue moon. 


"It seems a very great pity that 


this 'corner stroke' is merely, thrown 
away in baseball. In making the stroke 
the batsman hits as usual with a hoil- 
'zontal bat, and getting just under tho 
ball sends it at a very gieat pace to 
a tremendous height behind him, arid 
sometimes to a considerable distance." 


If the baseball foul were to be treat- 


ed the same as a fair fly or grounder, 
the grand stand would have to be 
moved about as far back of the home 
plate as deep center field is in front 
of it and a "back field" that woald 
literally be a back field would hav* to 
be provided^—two players at least, 
which would bring the batsmen up to 
the cricket number of eleven. 


AH the grand stand fans would have 


to have spyglasses, and the bleachers 
never would know which way the 
game was going, forward or back. The 
catcher would also have to have eyes 
in the back of his head If there were 
men on bases, and the batsmen should 
knock a nice grounder or lofty "snick" 
about 150 or 200 feet back of the home 
plate. It is to snicker. No, let both 
these"fine games go along together but

Hub together a tablespoonful 
of butter and t-wo of ilour; add the 
scalded cream and .stir until it thick- 
ens. Add four tablespoonfuls of bread- 
crumbs, set over hot water and cook 
for five minutes. tCake from the fire, 
add two cooked egg yolks, two cunfuls 
of fish, a ..tablespoonful of chopped 
parsley and salt and paprika to taste. 
Fill greased shells or souflle dishes, 
brush over the top with beaten egg and 
brown in the oven. 


Delmonico Halibut.—Beat the yolk 


of an egg into a half cupful of mashed 
potato. 
Melt two tablespoonfuls of 


butter, add a tablespoonful of corn- 
starch ; stir until smooth and thick 
over the heat, after adding two cupfuls 
of rich milk; take from the fire, add 
another egg yolk, two cupfuls of cook- 
ed fish and the seasoning needed. Fill 
a greased baking uish with alternate 
layers of potato and fish. Cover the 
top with buttered crumbs, sprinkle 
with parmesan cheese and bake 20 
minutes in a hot oven. 


Codfish Balls.—Wash and pick over 


one cupful of codfish, shredding it into 
small pieces. Add fish to two cupfuls 
of diced potatoes, uncooked. 
Cook 


until the potatoes are tender, drain, 
mash and beat with a fork^until light. 
Add a tablespoonful of butter, two 
tablespoonfuls of cream, one beaten 
egg. and salt and paprika to taste. 
^iake into balls, cover with egg and 
crumbs and fry in hot fat. 


A cupful of any leftover fish, or even 


a few tablespoonfuls, may be added 
to a potato salad or any vegetable 
salad. 


A little leftover salmon mixed with 


coconut, cabbage and a chopped pickle 
to give an acid touch, and dressed 
with a plain boiled dressing, is a good 
salad combination.

Grain Ration Needed. 


With one of these combinations no 


other grain ration is needed, but if 
there is no other forage growing in 
the cornfield some concentrate, such 
as tankage, cowpea meal or middlings, 
should be fed. It is advisable to start 
the hogs gradually for a few days, 
with a little green corn before turn- 
Ing them into a field of corn to hog 
it off. The corn is ready for grazing 
when the grain is dented or glazed. 
It will take about one month for four- 
teen to sixteen hogs weighing 150 
pounds each to hog off an acre of corn 
which would yield 85 bushels. It is 
not advisable to- let the hogs have ac- 
cess at any time to more than they 
will clean up in ten days.

Bee Hives Placed in a Good Location. 


were transferred to movable frame 
hives and handled by improved meth- 
ods. If all the beekeepers now using 
box hives would adopt the modern 
type of m'ovablC frame hive they 
would add many millions of pounds of 
honey to the nation's supply. 
Much 


of the honey produced by colonies in 
box hives is wasted by crude methods 
cf securing the crop, and these col- 
onies are reduced in earning value by 
uncontrolled swarming, nnd by the 
annual loss of bees which die in win- 
er because of lack of protection and 
sufficient food stores. 


While bees may be transferred at 


any season when they are active, the 
jest time is during the season of fruit- 
aloom when the combs contain little 
honey, and when the bees will gather 
nectar rather than rob honey from a 
live which is being transferred. An- 
other good time for transferring, is 
mmefliately after the first swarm of 
the year when the number of bees 
in the hive is greatly reduced, and 
when there is no danger of losing or 
injuring the queen. She goes with the 
swarm, leaving queen cells in the hive. 
Transferring when robber bees are 
ictive requires that the work be done 
nside a screened or bee-tight build- 
ng. 


There are five methods of trans- 


ferring. 
One consists in cutting the 


combs from the box hive and placing 
them in a new movable frame hive, 
nnd transferring the bees by shaking 
or drumming them from the old hive. 
Another way is to drum the bees out 
and move them to new hives which 
lave been previously provided with 
full sheets of comb-foundation. 
The 


third method consists in catching the 
swarm as it issues from the old hive 
ind immediately putting it in the new 
hive placed-on the old stand. In the 
fourth method the new hive containing 
comb-foundation is placed on the olcT 
one, and an opening for the bees pro- 
vided, between the two. 
The fifth 


method requires a little special equip- 
ment, and takes advantage of the fact 
that in some localities the bees are 
almost sure to swarm. Place the new 
live near the old one and provide it 
vith a queen-trap near the entrance 
n such a way that when the bees 
swarm the queen will be caught, and 
the worker bees automatically will 
enter the new hive.

INTO SINGLE SPORT HOW TO AVOID 


Englishman Conceives Idea of 


Merging Baseball and Cricket. 


English Critics Continue to Offer Sufh 


gestions and Bewail Fact That 


Foul Is Not Allowed to Figure 


in Run Getting. 


There is now some talk in England, 


where baseball is invading the sport 
domain, of a sort of compromise game 
which should embody some features 
of cricket and baseball. No hing will 
probably ever come of any attempt 
radically to change the baseball game, 
as it has been evolved, any more than 
would any endeavor to adopt some 
baseball features into cricket. 
The 


two pastimes v> ould mix about as well 
as oil and water. 


But English critics of baseball con- 


tinue to offer suggestions, and one of 
them in a recent issue of an English 
periodical bewails the fact that the 
baseball "foul" is not allowed to fig- 
ure in the run getting. He thinks it 
should be as important a factor in the 
American game as the "snick" in 
cricket, 
to" which it 
corresponds. 


Here is how he puts it: 


"The snick or coiner stroke is un- 


doubtedly the most spectacular hit in 
baseball; indeed, it is practically the 
only spectacular stroke, except the hit 
out of the ground, which occurs once 
in a blue moon. 


"It seems a very great pity that 


this 'corner stroke' is merely, thrown 
away in baseball. In making the stroke 
the batsman hits as usual with a hori- 
zontal bat, and getting just under the 
ball sends it at a very great pace to 
a tremendous height behind him, and 
sometimes to a considerable distance." 


If the baseball foul were to be treat- 


ed the same as a fair fly or grounder, 
the grand stand would have to be 
moved about as far back of the home 
plate as deep center field is in front 
of it and a "back field" that woald 
literally be a back field would haviv to 
be provided^—two players at least, 
•which would bring the batsmen tip to 
the cricket number of eleven. 


All the grand stand fans would have 


to have spyglasses, and the bleachers 
never would know which way the 
game was going, forward or back. The 
catcher would also have to have eyes 
in the back of his head if there were 
men on bases, and the batsmen should 
knock a nice grounder or lofty "snick" 
about 150 or 200 feet back of the home 
plate. It is to snicker. No, let both 
these*"fine games go along together but 
separately, as it were.

TaUe t\\o cupfuls of 
flaked nXh, place in 


a baking dish. 
Cover with a sauce 


made with one tablespoonful of fat 
and one of Hour, a half tenspoonful 
of salt and a few dashes of pepper, 
with a cuptul of beef soup broth. 
Cover the suuce w ith a mashed potato, 
brush with cream and bake browu in 
the oven. 


Fish Turbot.—Scald a cupful of 


cream. Hub together a tablespoonful 
of butter and two of Hour; add the 
scalded cream and stir until it thick- 
ens. Add four tablespoonfuls of bread- 
crumbs, set over hot water and cook 
for five minutes. tTake from the lire, 
add two cooked egg yolks, two cupfuls 
of fish, a .tablespoouful of chopped 
parsley and salt and paprika to taste. 
Fill greased shells or souffle dishes, 
brush over the top with beaten egg and 
brow n in the o^ en. 


Delmonico Halibut.—Beat the yolk 


of an egg into a half cupful of mashed 
potato. 
Melt two tablespoonfuls of 


butter, add a tablespoonful of corn- 
starch ; stir until smooth and thick 
over the heat, after adding two cupfuls 
of rich milk; take from the fire, add 
another egg yolk, two cupfuls of cook- 
ed fish and the seasoning needed. Fill 
a greased baking uish with alternate 
layers of potato and fish. Cover the 
top with buttered crumbs, sprinkle 
with parmesan cheese and bake 20 
minutes in a hot oven. 


Codfish Balls.—Wash and pick over 


one cupful of codfish, shredding it into 
small pieces. Add fish to two cupfuls 
of diced potatoes, uncooked. 
Cook 


until the potatoes are tender, drain, 
mash and beat with a fork-until light. 
Add a tablespoonful of butter, two 
tablespoonfuls of cream, one beaten 
egg and salt and paprika to taste.

recommended. 
Corn alone is not a 


satisfactory hog ration. 
Where the 


crop is to be hogged off, some other 
crop 
should be combined with it. 


Pumpkins seeded at the s-ame time a<« 
the corn, soy beans or cowpeas seeded 
In the same or in alternate rows n-ith 
the corn, and rye, rape or soy beans 
seeded at the last working of the corn 
have all been used \\ith satisfactory 
results. 


Grain Ration Needed. 


With one of these combinations no 


other grain ration is needed, but if 
there is no other forage growing in 
the cornfield some concentiate, surfi 


| as tankage, cowpea meal or middlings, 


should be fed. It is ad^ isable to start 
the hogs gradually for a few days, 
with a little green corn before turn- 
ing them into a field of corn to hog 
it off. The corn is ready for grazing 
when the grain is dented or glazed. 
It will take about one month for four- 
teen to sixteen hogs weighing 150 
pounds each to hog off an acre of corn 
which would yield 85 bushels. It is 
not advisable to let the hogs have ac- 
cess at any time to more than they 
will clean up in ten days.

Bee Hives Placed in a Good Location.

hues and handled by improved meth 
ods. If all the beekeepers now using 
box hives would adopt the modern 
type of movablC frame hive they 
would add many millions of pounds of 
honey to the nation's supply. Much 
of the honey produced by colonies in 
bos hives is wasted by crude methods 
cf securing the crop, and these col- 
onies are reduced in earning value by 
uncontrolled swarming, and by the 
annual loss of bees which die in win- 
ter because of lack of protection and 
sufficient food stores. 


While bees may be transferred at 


any season when they are active, the 
best time is during the season of fruit- 
bloom when the combs contain little 
honey, and A\hen the bees will gather 
nectar rather than rob honey from a 
hive which is being transferred. An- 
other good time for transferring, is 
immediately after the first swarm of 
the year when the number of bees 
in the hive is greatly reduced, and 
when there is no danger of losing or 
injuring the queen. She goes with the 
swarm, leaving queen cells in the hive. 
Transferring when robber bees are 
active requires that the work be done 
inside a screened or bee-tight build- 
ing. 


There are five methods of trans- 


ferring. 
One consists in cutting the 


combs from the box hive and placing 
them in a new movable frame hive, 
and transferring the bees by shaking 
or drumming them from the old hive. 
Another way is to drum the bees out 
and move them to new hives which 
have been previouslv proMded with 
full •sheets of comb-foundation. 
The 


third method consists in catching the 
swarm as it issues from the old hive 
and immediately putting it in the new 
hive placed on the old stand. In the 
fourth method the new hive containing 
comb-foundation is placed on the old 
one, and an opening for the bees pro- 
vided between the two. 
The fifth 


method requires a little special equip- 
ment, and takes advantage of the fact 
that in some localities the bees are 
almost sure to swarm. Place the now 
hive near the old one and provide it 
with a queen-trap near the entrance 
in such n way that when the bees 
swarm the queen will be caught, and 
the worker bees automatically will 
enter the new hive. 
* These methods 


are described in detail in a new Farm- 
ers Bulletin, No. OG1, which will be 
sent free, so long as the supply lasts, 
on application to the United States 
department of agriculture, Washing- 
ton, D. O.

SteHite, Metal That Will 
Not Rust—Hardness and 
Other Qualities of Steel 


Everybody knows that metals under 
go changes through the influence ol 
oxygen and moisture from the air— 
these two bodies being always readj 
for chemical business. 
Therefore, aj 
everybody also knows, steel knives one 
other familiar utensils require contiti 
uat cleaning because they rust so eu$ 
ily. 
Steel is even more susceptible tc 
rust than iron. 
The chemists’ problem in this ensf 
1ms been to make a metal which is per 
manent and will not rust, Slaving, uf 
the same time, the hardness und othei 
qualities of steel. That is, a tnetul ad 
“coble” or permanent us gold and as 
hcid and strong as steel. 
Elwood Ilaynes, a member of th* 
American Chemical society, relates ill 
Metallurgical and Chemical Engineer­ 
ing of a long series of experiment* 
which he made during a period oi 
many years, especially In alloys of co­ 
balt, chromium, tungsten and molybde­ 
num. He finally succeeded in making 
some of these metals so hard that they 
can scratch any steel in existence. He 
has given the name stellite to the se­ 
ries. 
Stellite may be indefinitely heat­ 
ed without showing oxidation, except 
fur the fact that the surface takes on 
a permanent blue color. Lathe tools, 
milling cutters, saws, drawing dies, 
boring tools, drills, *etc., have been 
made from stellite as well as surgical 
and dental Instruments which have 
been placed on the market. 
Table­ 
spoons and small spoons of stellite 
have been in use for six years and 
they may last, it appears, for a thou­ 
sand years more without taruishiug.

Tours.—The American army in Eu­ 
rope could be fed and clothed and all 
Its creature comforts looked after for 
three months if not another pouud of 
supplies was secured. This was the 
statement made here by officers of the 
army 
quartermaster's 
department, 
which directs this mammoth work of 
supplies. 
It gives an idea of the vast stock 
of reserve resources stored in the 
miles of warehouses stretching from 
the coast inland to the fighting line, 
nnd It is a comforting assurance, too, 
that this huge reserve will be kept 
up through the coming winter period, 
so that the American soldier’s warmth, 
as well as his food and clothing, will 
be fully looked after. 
Some Big Job. 
It Is a huge undertaking to feed a 
million men even for a single day—a 
million men scattered to a thousand 
points, in trenches, on battlefields and 
camps, along 300 miles of front and for 
a depth of 500 miles. And when are 
added housing nud clothing and the 
period is extended through the win­ 
ter months of cold and frost, with the 
prospect that another million or two 
of men may be headed this way before 
long—with these elements one gets 
some idea of the magnitude of the 
supply problem for a million or more 
men. 
Here at the center of the system, 
where the receipts are regulated and 
the distribution made, there was an 
opportunity of learning some of the 
details of how the system operates. 
In the food branch alone it takes 
over 4,000,000 pounds of food every 
day to feed the army. This prodi­ 
gious daily consumption of food em­ 
braces 1,000 pounds of flour baked 
into a million pounds of bread every 
day, 875,000 pounds of fresh beef, 
875.000 pounds of potatoes, 200,000 
pounds of sugar and 125,000 pounds of 
tomatoes. The pepper and salt for a 
single day is 42,500 pounds. 
Army coffee is roasted at the rate 
of 70,000 pounds a day, and it takes 
20.000 pounds of solidified alcohol to 
cook this coffee through the month. 
The beef Is the bulkiest product 
used each day, and occupies a daily 
space of 45,000 cubic feet, or about 
the dimensions of a business block, of 
solid meat. Flour comes next, requir­ 
ing 25,000 cubic feet of daily space, 
and potatoes about the same. 
A Few Dally Items. 
These are only a few of the main 
Items. 
But the list runs* all through 
the many requirements of the ‘over­ 
sea army ration, with vast quantities 
In each case. Here ^are some of the 
other 
daily 
I te m s B a c o n , 
225,000 
pounds; beans, 75,000 pounds; rice, 
50.000 pounds; onions, 250,000 pounds; 
evaporated fruit, 70,000 pounds; jam, 
70.000 pounds; milk, 02,500 pounds; 
vinegar, 40,000 pounds; lard, 40,000 
pounds; butter, H1,000 pounds; syrup, 
40.000 pounds. 
These being included in the over­ 
sea ration, every one of the million 


men is entitled to his full allowance, 
and it must go forward to him wher­ 
ever he Is. So that besides the vast 
daily stock there is the question» of 
unfailing daily delivery, first by rail­ 
ways and camion trains, and then to 
the individual soldier. 
Besides this 4,000,000 pounds of food 
moving forward daily to the troops, 
each man carries with him two days’ 
emergency ration, 5 pounds to the man, 
an additional 5,000,000 pounds of food 
for an army of a million men. Of the 
emergency ration, carried on the back, 
there is outstanding every day 2,000,- 
000 pounds of corned beef nnd 2,000,- 
000 pounds of hardtack, 300,000 pounds 
of sugar, G2,500 pounds of coffee, 20,- 
000 pounds of salt, and 500,000 pounds 
of solidified alcohol for heating and 
cooking while on march.

London.—The progressive effective­ 
ness of the allies, both In the construc­ 
tion of airplanes and in the al/ fight­ 
ing, has never before been more clear­ 
ly proved thnn In the recent operations 
on the western front. In last month’s 
offensive the harrying of German cav­ 
alry, marching infantry and transport 
by low-flying airplanes was the first 
example of a reajly large scale coun-' 
ter-oflfenslve from the air. 
From a R. A. F. officer of long ex­ 
perience It was learned that it Is now 
a deliberate method of air fighting not 
conducted on the tip and run principle 
of one swooping dive to earth, bringing 
the airplane Into close rjfle range only 
at the lowest point o( the dive, but by 
machines which fly audaciously low 
until their ammunition is exhausted, so 
low that pilots have Identified the 
regimental Insignia of the troops at- 
tacked, so low that the atrplane wheels 
have been known to skim the earth. 
Transport Columns Broken Up. 
The object of these low-flying pilots 
lias been to disorganize the Germans 
by a sudden burst of fire at close ransre, 
and very successfully they have done 
it, especially when breaking up trans­ 
port columns and causing stampedes 
of frightened horses. But the method 
has developed until now a British air­ 
plane will fly along—not merely across 
—a trench, machine-gunning it, and 
such a thing may happen, as at Hamel, 
where airplanes and tanks co-operated 
to such purpose that the infantry ad­ 
vanced upon an already quite disor­ 
ganized enemy. 
It is routine work for the low-flying 
airplane to interrupt German working 
parties far behtnd the lines with ma­ 
chine gun fire, and when one remem­ 
bers that the same parties are likely to 
be bombed In their billets from the air 
by night, their heart for work may be 
Imagined, for both day and night'the 
bombing of-railways, airdromes, camps 
and dumps goes on with its simultane­ 
ous effect upon supply, communication 
and morale, and far behind the lines 
the sources of supply on the Rhine are 
being persistently* devastated. 
And this Is almost by the way. The 
soldier comes before supply, and it is 
the soldier who Is the objective of the 
low-flying airplane, the soldier ^who 
suffers In person and morale, by the 
ceaseless bombing of billets. It is the 
aggressive air war of the entente which 
steadily and accumulatively depreci­ 
ates the morale of the German soldier. 
"And an ammunition dump was 
blown up.” What thrilling stories may 
lie behind many of these' brief stereo­ 
typed phrases in the official communi­ 
cation! 
"An ammunition dump was 
blown up,”—and much else besides. 
SprayiThem With Bullets. 
Here is just one little incident told 
by Lieut. L. Walmsley of the R. A. F„ 
which may serve by way of illustra­ 
tion: 
The Germans were reported to be 
concentrating at the village of X. A 
little chaser was run out, and ttfe pilot 
ordered to confirm the report, to harass 
the enemy as much as possible with 
machine gun lire; also to use his 
precious light bombs on the best avail­ 
able target. 
Ten minutes* flying brings him to 
the trench lines, and the deafening, 
noise of battle drowns even the sound, 
of the engine. 
The Germans are attacking and a, 
long, ragged, gray line of piled up 
corpses, which the airman at first mis-, 
takes for sandbags, shows the terrible 
price they are paying. 
But sheltering behind this ghastly 
rampart of human flesh are living 
Huns, and the pilot dives down until 
he is only SO feet above them. Then, 
as he skims over the line, he opens flre 
with both guns, pouring out a hail of 
death that soon visibly thickens the In­ 
animate gray masses. 
But there Is even more Important 
work at hand. The village of X is 
quickly reached. The market square 
is crowded with artillery and anunu* 
nltlon carts. Plving to g height of less 
than COO feet, the airman drops a 
bomb, and turns, just In time to avoid 
the force of the coucusslon caused by 
the tremendous explosion that fol­ 
lows. *A direct hit has been made on 
the ammunition cart, and the havoc 
wrought in that murket square baffles 
description. 
The roads leading backward from 
the village are now carefully recou* 
noltered. 
There is no sigu of life 
until a large wood Is reached. Here a 
squadron of Uhluns is found. A sec* 
ond bomb is landed right in the midst 
)f them, and in a few seconds the ad­ 
joining fields are brown with stam­ 
peding horses.

One May to save important staple foods, according to the United States 


department of ngnrulture, is to use fresh fruits and vegetables in ns large 
quantities as possible while they are abundant. Potatoes may be used to

save cereals, and shelled green beans and peas to save meat. All ripe fruits 
contain sugar, so that melons and other fruits may be used for "desserts" or 
a fruit salad may replace this course entirely.

nor sweets can play. 
Besides being appetizers and furnishing fuel, protein

Not Rust—Hardness and 


Other Qualities of Steel 


Everybody knows that metals under 


go changes through the influence ol 
o.\ vgeii and moisture from the air— 
these two bodies being always read} 
ior chemical business. Therefore, aj 
eveiybody also knows, steel Uiiiv»s aac 
other familiar utensils require comiu 
ual cleaning because they rust so eas 
ily. .Steel is even more susceptible tc 
rust than iron. 


The chemists' problem in this cas< 


has been to make a metal which is per- 
manent and will not rust, having, al 
the same time, the'hardness and othet 
qualities ot steel. That is, a metal a* 
"coble" or permanent as gold and as 
hi'td and strong as steel. 


Elwood naynes, a member of the 


American Chemical society, relates id 
Metallurgical and Chemical Engineer 
ing of a long series of 
experiments 


which he made during a period of 
many years, especially in alloys of co- 
balt, chromium, tungsten and molybde- 
num. He finally succeeded in milking 
some of these metals so hard that they 
can scratch any steel in existence. He 
lias given Ihc name stellite to the se- 
rifs. 
Steliite may be indefinitely heat- 


ed without .showing oxidation, except 
ior the fact that the surface takes on 
a permanent blue color. Lathe tools, 
milling cutters, saws, drawing dies, 
boring tooK- 
,.rills, etc., have been 


made from stellite as well as surgical 
aud dental instruments which have 
been placed on the market. 
Table- 


spoons and small spoons of stellite 
have been in use for six years and 
they may last, it appears, for a thou- 
sand years more without tarnishing.

TO SAVE FUEL IN 


HOT AIR FURNACE 


Rules Given Out by U. S. Fuel 


Administrator for Illinois. 


Joseph Harrington, United Stales 


fuel administrator for Illinois, has is 
sued the following rules for handling 
hot-air furnaces, steam and hot water 
plants in the interest of fuel economy: 


1. Check draft in .stovepipe near the 


turn damper, as this controls largely 
the rate at which the fire burns, de- 
pending not at all upon the opening 
and closing of the coaling door. 


2. The turn damper should fit loose-

supplies was secuied. This was the 
statement made heie by ofhcers of the 
army 
quaitermnster's 
department, 


which directs this mammoth work of 
supplies. 


It gives an idea of the vast stock 


of reserve resources stored in the 
miles of warehouses stretching from 
the coast inland to the fighting line, 
and it is a comforting assurance, too, 
that this huge reserve will be kept 
up through the coming winter period, 
BO that the American soldier's warmth, 
ns well as his food and clothing, will 
be fully looked after. 


Some Big Job. 


It is a huge undertaking to feed a 


million men even for a single day—a 
million men scattered to a thousand 
points, in trenches, on battlefields and 
camps, along 300 miles of front and for 
a depth of 500 miles. And when are 
added housing and clothing and the 
period is extended through the win- 
ter months of cold and frost, with the 
prospect that another million or two 
of men may be headed this way before 
16ng—with these elements one gets 
some idea of the magnitude of the 
supply problem for a million or more 
men. 


Here at the center of the system, 


where the receipts are regulated and 
the distribution made, there was an 
opportunity of learning some of the 
details of how the system operates. 


In the food branch alone it takes 


over 4,000,000 pounds of food every 
day to feed the army. This prodi- 
gious daily consumption of food em- 
braces 1,000 pounds of flour baked 
into a million pounds of bread every 
day, 873,000 pounds of fresh 
beef, 


875,000 pounds of potatoes. 200,000 
pounds of sugar and 125,000 pounds of 
tomatoes. The pepper and salt for a 
single clay is 42,500 pounds. 


Army coffee is roasted at the rate 


of 70,000 pounds a day, and it takes 
20,000 pounds of solidified alcohol to 
cook this coffee through the month. 


The beef is the bulkiest product 


used each day, and occupies a daily 
space of 45,000 cubic feet, or about 
the dimensions of a business block, of 
solid meat. Flour comes next, requir- 
ing 23,000 cubic feet of daily space, 
and potatoes about the same. 


A Few Daily Items. 


These are only a few of the main 


Items, 
r.ut the list runs' all through 


1hc many requirements of the over- 
sea army intion, with vast quantities 
in each case. Here are some of the 
other 
daily items: Bacon, 223,000 


pounds; beans, 73,000 pounds; rice, 
50,000 pounds ; onions, 250,000 pounds ; 
evaporated fruit, 70,000 pounds; jam, 
70,000 pounds; milk, 02,300 pounds; 
vinegar, 40,000 pounds; lard, 40.000 
pounds; butter, 31,000 pounds; syrup, 
40.000 pounds. 


These being included in the over- 


sea ration, every one of the million 


men is entitled to his full allowance, 
and it must go forwaid to him wher- 
e\er he is. So that besides the vast 
daily stock there is the questions of 
unfailing daily delivery, first by rail- 
waj s and camion trams, and then to 
the individual soldier. 


Besides this 4,000,000 pounds of food 


moving forward daily to the troops, 
each man carries with him two days' 
emergency ration, 5 pounds to the man, 
an additional 5,000,000 pounds of food 
for an army of a million men. Of the 
emergency ration, carried on the back, 
there is outstanding every day 2,000,- 
000 pounds of corned beef and 2,000,- 
000 pounds of hardtack, 300,000 pounds 
of sugar, 02,500 pounds of coffee, 20,- 
000 pounds of salt, and 500,000 pounds 
of solidified alcohol for heating and 
cooking white on march.

Transport Columns Broken Up. 
The object of these low-flying pilots 


ha§ been to disorganize the Germans 
by a sudden burst of fire at close range, 
and very successfully they have done 
it, especially when breaking up trans- 
port columns and causing stampedes 
of frightened horses. But the method 
has developed until now a British air- 
plane will fly along — not merely across

where airplanes and tanks co-operated 
to such -purpose that the infantry ad- 
vanced upon an already quite disor- 
ganized enemy. 


It is routine work for the low-flying 


airplane to interrupt German working 
parties far behind the lines with ma- 
chine gun fire, and when one remem- 
bers that the same parties are likely to 
be bombed in their billets from the air 
by night, their heart for work may be 
imagined, for both day and night "the 
bombing of-^ailways, airdromes, camps 
and dumps goes on with its simultane- 
ous effect upon supply, communication 
and morale, and far behind the lines 
the sources of supply on the Rhine are 
being persistently devastated. 


And this is almost by the way. The 


soldier comes before supply, and it is 
the soldier who is the objective of the 
low-flying airplane, the soldier .jwho 
suffers in person and morale, by the 
ceaseless bombing of billets. It is the 
aggressive air war of tbe entente which 
steadily and accumulatively depreci- 
ates the morale of the German soldier. 


"And 
an ammunition dump was 


blown up." What thrilling stories may 
lie behind many of these' brief stereo- 
typed phrases in the official communi-. 
cation ! "An ammunition dump was 
blown up," — and much else besides. 


Sprays%hem With Bullets. 


Here is just one little incident told 


by Lieut. L. Walmsley of the R. A. P., 
which may serve by way of illustra- 
tion: ' 


The Germans were reported to be 


concentrating at the village of X. A 
little -chaser was run out, and ttfe pilot 
ordered to confirm the report, to harass 
the enemy as much as possible with 
machine gun fire; also to use his 
precious light bombs on the best avail- 
able target. 
; 


Ten minutes' flying brings him to, 


the trench lines, and the deafenlng( 
noise of battle drowns even the sound 
of the engine. 


The Germans are attacking and a 


long, ragged, gray line of piled up 
corpses, which the airman at first mis-j 
takes for sandbags, shows the terrible 
price they are paying. 
' 


But sheltering behind this ghastly 


rampart of human flesh are living 
Huns, and the pilot dives down until 
he is only 50 feet above them. Then, 
as he skims over the line, he opens fire 
with both guns, pouring out a hail of 
death that soon visibly thickens the in- 
animate gray masses. 


But there is even more Important 


work at hand. The village of X is 
quickly reached. The market square 
is crowded with artillery and ammu- 
nition carts. Diving to a height of less 
than 500 feet, the airman drops a 
bomb, and turns, ju°.t In time to avoid 
the force of the concussion caused by 
the tremendous explosion that fol- 
lows. "A direct hit has been made on 
the ammunition cart, and the havoc 
wrought In that market square baffles 
description. 


The roads leading backward from 


the village are now carefully recon- 
noitered. 
There is no sign of life 


until a large wood is reached. Here a 
squadron of Uhlans is found. A sec- 
ond bomb is landed right in the midst 
?f them, and In a few seconds, the ad- 
joining fields are brown with stam- 
peding horses.
